tained a “doubt,) to you, and to ask your legal opin- 
ion on the subject — an opinion which, we need 
hardly add, will be conclusive with ourselves, and 
most important for all who aro interested in State 
securities. 

Wo beg, therefore, that you will favor us with 
your written answer, at your earliest convenience, 
to tho following inquiry: 

“Has the Legislature of one of the American 
States legal and constitutional power to contract 
loans at home and abroad t”

Gentlemen: I have received your letter, and 
lose no time in giving you my opinion on the ques- 
tion which you have submitted for my considera- 
tion. The assertions and suggestions to which 
you refer, ns having appeared in some of the pub- 
lic prints, had not escaped my notice. 

“Your first inquiry is, ‘whether the Legislature 
of one of the States has legal and constitutional 
power to contract loans at home and abroad.’ 

“To this I answer, tiiat the Legislature of a 
State has such power; and bow any doubt could 
have arisen on Ibis point, it is difficult forme to 
conceive. Every State is an independent, sove- 
reign, political community, except in so far as cer- 
tain powers, which it might otherwise have exer- 
cised, have been conferred on a general govern- 
ment, established under a written con. tilution, and 
exerting its authcirities over the people of all the 
Stales. I his general government is a limited go- 
vernment. Its powers are specific and enumerat- 
ed. All powers no; conferred upon it still remain 
with tho estates and with the people, t he State 
Legisl iturcs, on the other hand, possess all usual 
and ordinary powers of government, subject to any 
limitations which may bo imposed by their own 
constitutions, and, with the exception, as 1 have 
sr. id, of the operation on these powers of the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

“The powers onferred on the general govern- 
ment cannot of course be exerci.-ed by nnv indi- 
vidual State; nor can any State p;ss.an\ I iw which 
is prohibited by the Constitution of the U. States. 
Thus no State can by itself make war, or conclude 
peace, or enter into alliances or treaties with for- 
eign nations. In these, and in other important 
particulars, the powers which would have other- 
wise belonged to 1 lie State, can now bo exercised 
only by tbo general government, or government of 
the United States. Nor can a Stale pass a law 
which is prohibited by its own constitution. But 
there is no provision m the constitution of the U. 
Stales, nor, so far as I know or have understood, 
in any State constitution, prohibiting the L“gisla- 
luro ot a Stale from contracting debts, or making 
loans, either at home or abro d Every State lias 
the power of levying and collecting taxes, rl.rcct 
and indirect, of all kinds, exco, t tiiat no St ile 
can iui|io-e duiies oil goo s and merchandise irn- 
porto.i, i hat power belonging ex lusively to Con- 
gi ess by the constitution. That power* o' taxa- 
tion is cxi re set by every State, habitually and 
constantly , according to its own discretion, and 
the exigenciesof its government.

Our God-like namesake. Daniel Webster, has 
returned from his visit to Europe, in the picket- 
ship Mediator, whi h arrived at New York on the 
2sth December, “in good health and spirits." 

The good sp rits with which Air. Webster was 
filled on his arrival, can be easily accounted for: 

According to newspaper accounts, there was 
the sum of sixty-three thousand dolluis raised for 
him, as an outfit by the Now York and Boston 
folks. After his arrival in England, ho received 
all aristocraticul und mouarchial attentions. His 
daughter was married in London, (it is true to a 
Yankee, instead of one of the English nobility) 
and the grandeur of the connubial affair has been 
seldom surpassed in that land of aristocracy. 

When Air. Webster returned, he found that 
Harry of the West had been laid upon the shelf 
by the Whig party, io which they both professed 
to be attached, and that the “hero of Tippecanoe” 
had been nominated as the locum lenens, to keep 
the Presidential office for the God-like, for the 
ensuing four years! 

We say these matters were calculated to elevate 
the spirits of the great expounder of the constitu- 
tion — and we truly admit he ought to be in “good 
spirits.” 

There is, however, one other subject connected 
with Mr. Webster’s visit to England, to which it 
might not be unprofitable to call the attention of 
the peoplo of this union, We mean the legal o- 
pinionot the defender of the American Constitu- 
tions, to Alessrs. Baling, Brothers &. Co., for 
which the newspapers say he received £1,000, or 
near five thousand dollars!'. This sum, of course, 
formed another cause for the elevation ol' Mr. 
Webster’s spirits. 

Of the motive for subs libing $53,OCO as an 
outfit, by the merchants of Boston and New York, 
much has been said in the public prints, but »e 
have copied but little in our paper. " e know the 
ardor of personal respect and attachment; and 
could easily conceive, that in the wealthy cities 
mentioned, that sum could be easily obtained, as 
a tribute to a high parlizun politician. But what 
could have induced Baring, Brothers <&. Co., sub- 
jects of a foreign state, deeply interested in Aineti- 
cun State “bills of credit,” to have given the 
American Senator near five thousand dollars fur 
an opinion which any tyro could have writ en out 
in an hour, is a matter which will cause many 
deeply to consider, before the object is fully un- 
derstood. 

We profess not to “see further into the mill 
stone 'than* ho who pecks it;” but some weeks since 
we undertook to predict that the United States 
would assume the foreign debts of the States!"

The British Government, to whose subjects the 
several Slites are indobled, will not permit those 
subjects to be swindled out of their money, with- 
out a violent eflbrt to prevent it.
